No  solutions  seen 
in  forum  on  racism 


‘Dim  Sum’  premiers 
in  Boston  Aug.  22 

The  Nickelodeon  Cinemas  will 
present  a  special  preview 
screening  of  Wayne  Wang’s 
newest  feature,  Dim  Sum:  A 
Little  Bit  of  Heart,  on  Thurs. 
Aug.  22  at  8  p.m.  It  will  be 
shown  at  the  Nickelodeon,  34 
Cummington  St.,  Boston,  one 
block  from  Commonwealth  Ave¬ 
nue  near  Boston  University. 

Dim  Sum  is  an  affectionate, 
keenly  observed  and  gently 
comic  examination  of  the  double 
binds  and  no-win  situations  of 
family  life.  The  subtitle,  “A 
little  Bit  of  Heart,”  is  a  literal 
translation  of  “dim  sum,”  the 
Chinese  one-bite  delicacies  tra¬ 
ditionally  eaten  at  mid-day,  and 
properly  describes  the  scope  and 
concerns  of  the  film. 

Laced  with  subtle  humor  and 
featuring  performances  of  rare 
honesty  by  a  largely  amateur 
cast,  Dim  Sum  was  hailed  by 
critics  and  the  public  alike  after 
its  premiere  at  the  prestigious 
“Directors  Fortnight”  at  this 
year’s  Cannes  Film  Festival. 

Roger  Ebert  of  the  Chicago 
Sun-Times  and  TV’s  At  the 
Movies  wrote,  “[Dim  Sum]  is  a 
real  charmer,  a  heart-warming 
story  about  a  traditional  mother, 
her  30-ish  single  daughter,  and  a 
roguish  uncle  who  is  the  family 
father-figure.  (Wayne  Wang)  is 
a  perceptive  director  who  knows 
his  Chinatown  so  well,  and  loves 
it  so  wisely,  that  he  is  opening  up 
a  whole  chapter  of  American  life 
for  us.” 

Wayne  Wang’s  previous  fea¬ 
ture  was  Chan  Is  Missing,  a 
low-budget  comedy/mystery 
that  enjoyed  critical  and  box-of¬ 
fice  success.  Vincent  Canby  of 
the  New  York  Times  called  it 
“. .  .very  funny. .  .a  revelation  of  a 
marvelous,  completely  secure 
new  talent.” 

Founded  in  1976,  the  Boston 
Film/Video  Foundation  pro¬ 
motes  the  creation  of  works  by 
independent  media  artists  and 
advances  public  understanding 
and  appreciation  of  the  media 
arts  through  an  extensive  work¬ 
shop  program,  equipment  and 
facilities  access,  exhibitions  and 
screenings,  and  a  fellowship 
program  that  awards  grants  to 
New  England  media  artists. 

Tickets  for  the  Dim  Sum 
screening  will  be  available  at  the 
Nickelodeon  box-office  the  night 
of  the  screening  only.  All  pro¬ 
ceeds  from  this  event  will  go 
toward  matching  a  National 
Endowment  Advancement 
Grant  in  support  of  the  Boston 
Film/Video  Foundation.

About  50  representatives 
from  different  minority  com¬ 
munities,  law  enforcement  and 
government  agencies  from 
across  New  England  pledged 
after  a  day-long  forum  to  combat 
racism  by  sharing  information 
and  joining  forces. 

The  forum,  held  on  Aug.  7, 
focused  on  raising  public  con¬ 
sciousness  to  the  problem  of  an 
apparent  increase  in  harass- 
ments  against  the  United  States’ 
newest  immigrants— the  South¬ 
east  Asians— and  ways  to  en¬ 
hance  communication  between 
groups  to  ensure  public  safety 
for  all. 

The  event  was  sponsored  by 
the  Community  Relations  Ser¬ 
vice  of  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Justice  and  Northeastern  Uni¬ 
versity’s  College  of  Criminal 
Justice,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Asians  for  Justice  Coalition, 
Anti-Defamation  League  of 
B’nai  B’rith,  Boston  Indian 
Council,  Mass.  Coalition  of 
Haitian  Organizations,  Mass. 
Commission  on  Hispanic  Af¬ 
fairs,  National  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Colored 
People,  Portugese  Defense 
League,  and  the  Ruffin  Society. 

Peter  Kiang,  representing 
Asians  for  Justice  as  one  of  the 
panelists,  said  there  is  definitely 
“a  general  tone  of  violence 
against  Asians.”  But,  he  said, 
the  “narrow”  standard  that 
public  and  law  enforcement 
bodies  use  to  analyze  the  issue 
does  not  help  improve  the 
climate  of  bigotry  in  the  city  of 
Boston. 

“The  judicial  system,  law 
enforcement  and  social  agencies 
need  to  reshape  themselves  in 
order  to  accommodate  the 
Asians,  ’  ’  Kiang  emphasized. 

My  Nhung  Mai,  representing 
the  newly  formed  Boston  Asian 
Refugee  Coalition,  testified  that 
there  are  cases  of  violence 
against  Asians  happening  near-

ly  every  week.- 

“I  didn’t  know  about  words  like 
‘racism’  and  ‘harassment’  until  I 
came  to  this  country,”  Mai  said. 
She  said  her  organization  is 
ready  to  work  with  any  group  to 
improve  the  situation  for  refu¬ 
gees  in  Boston. 

Most  panelists  at  the  meeting 
agreed,  that  although  public 
safety  is  a  common  issue  en¬ 
countered  by  all  minority 
groups,  there  does  not  seem  to 
be  enough  networking  and  lend¬ 
ing  of  support  among  the  com¬ 
munities. 

Many  pointed  to  the  need  for 
minorities  themselves  to  over¬ 
come  prejudices  against  each 
other  in  order  to  have  a  chance  at 
changing  the  attitude  of  the 
majority  in  the  society. 

“The  time  is  right  for  us  to 
recognize  that  our  enemy  is  not 
one  another.  We  should  pool  our 
resources,”  said  Marie  Yolette 
Winfield  of  the  Mass.  Coalition 
of  Haitian  Organizations. 

Peter  Agnes,  an  assistant 
district  attorney  from  the  Nor¬ 
folk  County  D. A.  ’s  Office,  called 
for  law  enforcement  agencies  to 
be  more  alert  in  spotting  cases  of 
civil  rights  violations  and  to  treat 
them  as  serious  crimes. 

“The  Norfolk  County  D.A.’s 
Office  makes  civil  rights  the  top 
priority  in  the  office.  We  es¬ 
tablished  the  first  civil  rights 
unit  and  staffed  it  with  the  most 
experienced  prosecutors,” 
Agnes  said.

Police  probe  postponed

Huang’s  lawyer,  Virginia  Lee, 
said  last  week  that  she  had  ‘  ‘no 
reaction  at  all”  to  the  latest 
delay  in  Kelly’s  hearing.  “In  a 
perfect  world,”  Lee  said,  “the 
hearings  would  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  two  months  ago,  and  I’d 
have  all  the  testimonies  in  spiral 
binders... 

“We’re  not  overly  concerned. 
We  do  have  the  transcripts  of 
Kelly’s  testimony.  And  we  have 
that  of  another  key  witness.... 
We  are  very  happy  to  get 
whatever  we  could  get  out  of  the 
hearings.” 

There  had  been  hope  among 
Huang’s  supporters  earlier  that 
the  criminal  charges  against  the 
recent  Chinese  immigrant  would 
be  lifted  when  Police  Commis¬ 
sioner  Francis  M.  Roache  an¬ 
nounced  on  May  18  that  he  had 
found  “sufficient  evidence”  to 
convene  a  full-scale,  formal 
hearing  into  Kelly’s  conduct. 
Given  that  it  was  a  rare  occasion 
for  a  police  departmental  probe 
to  be  held  before  a  court  trial, 
and  given  that  it  was  even  more 
unusual  for  the  internal  hearings 
to  be  open  to  the  public,  many 
observers  of  the  Huang-Kelly 
case  were  no  doubt  anticipating 
yet  another  extraordinary  move 
by  the  commissioner. 

Roache  had,  moreover,  pro¬ 
mised  action.  He  had  promised 
“to  put  all  my  energy  and 
strength”  into  the  case,  and  he

With  the  third  postponement 
of  Boston  Police  Department 
hearings  into  misconduct 
charges  against  Detective  Fran¬ 
cis  G.  Kelly  Jr.,  it  is  now  certain 
that  Long  Quang  Huang  will 
have  to  go  to  court  after  all. 

Kelly’s  lawyer,  Thomas  C. 
Troy,  asked  for  the  latest  post¬ 
ponement  on  Aug.  5  because  he 
had  to  defend  two  other  men  in  a 
Cambridge  murder  trial.  The 
hearings  will  now  continue  on 
Aug.  28,  said  Superintendent- 
in-Chief  John  A.  Gifford,  the 
hearing  officer. 

Since  the  BPD  has  yet  to 
determine  Kelly’s  alleged  mis¬ 
conduct  in  his  arrest  and  book¬ 
ing  of  the  56-year-old  immi¬ 
grant,  there  is  now  virtually  no 
possibility  that  criminal  charges 
against  Huang  will  be  dismiss¬ 
ed.  He  will  appear  in  Boston 
Municipal  Court  on  Aug.  20  on 
charges  that  he  solicited  sexual 
conduct  for  a  fee  and  that  he 
assaulted  Kelly  in  the  May  1 
incident  on  Kneeland  Street  in 
Chinatown. 

Thomas  McDonough,  assist¬ 
ant  district  attorney  at  the 
municipal  court,  said  last  week 
that  there  Eire  no  plains  to  drop 
charges.  “As  the  situation  now' 
stands,”  he  said,  “_the''Com- 
monwealth  is""feady  to  go  to 
court.” 

Though  the  police  hearing  is 
an  internal  matter  aind  not  part 
of  the  judicial  process,  its  results 
could  have  been  a  factor  in  the 
criminal  case.  “The  information 
that  occurs  in  the  hearing  is 
definitely  something  that’s  con¬ 
sidered,”  said  McDonough. 

The  state’s  case  against 
Huang  is  being  handled  by 
Assistant  District  Attorney 
Gerald  Shea,  and  the  defendant 
will  be  entitled  to  a  jury  trial  if  he 
requested  one,  according  to

Letters  call  for  action 
by  Police  Commissioner 

Letters  of  support  for  im¬ 
migrant  Long  Quang  Huang 
have  been  trickling  into  the 
offices  of  Boston  Police  Com¬ 
missioner  Francis  M.  Roache 
and  Mayor  Raymond  L.  Flynn 
recently.  The  one  below  was 
drafted  by  the  Committee  to 
Support  Long  Quang  Huang, 
and  copies  were  distributed 
to  petitioners  at  a  community 
meeting  in  Chinatown  on  July 
25. 

I  am  deeply  concerned 
about  the  lack  of  sufficient 
progress  in  the  case  of  Mr. 
Long  Quang  Huang.  While 
I  the  Police  Department’s  ad¬ 
ministrative  internal  hearing 
against  Detective  Kelly  has 
come  to  a  complete  stop,  the 
criminal  charges  against  Mr. 
Huang  continue  to  hang  over 
his  head. 

Why  do  you  continue  to 
allow  these  charges  against 
Mr.  Huang  to  be  pressed 
forward  when  witnesses  have 
testified,  even  in  the  police 
hearing,  that  Kelly  struck 
Mr.  Huang  2-3  times  without 
being  struck  back? 

I  am  deeply  dissatisfied 
with  the  failure  of  the  Police 
Department  to  resolve  Mr. 
Huang’s  case.  Close  to  three 
months  have  passed  since  the 
May  1  beating.  I  urge  you  to 
move  quickly  in  resolving 
Detective  Kelly’s  status  and 
in  dropping  the  charges 
against  Mr.  Huang.

cies,  emphasized  keeping  a 
constantly  open  channel  with  the 
community  they  serve  as  the 
best  way  to  get  to  the  roots  of  any 
problem. 

No  specific  steps  on  how  to 
ease  racial  tensions  were  re¬ 
commended  during  the  presen¬ 
tations,  but  many  saw  the  forum 
as  an  initial  step  toward  im¬ 
proving  communication  and 
support  among  various  minority 
groups. 

The  sponsors  of  the  forum 
said  they  intend  to  publish  the 
proceedings  of  the  meeting  as 
well  as  produce  a  video  tape  that 
other  private  or  public  groups 
can  use. 

“We  have  very  few  answers, 
but,  if  we  share  the  questions 
together,  maybe  we  will  be  able 
to  find  the  answers,”  said 
Norman  Rosenblatt,  dean  of 
Northeastern  University’s  Col¬ 
lege  of  Criminal  Justice.

had  said  he  was  “committed  to 
completing  this  investigation  as 
swiftly  as  humanly  possible.” 
Seventeen  days  after  the  inci¬ 
dent,  the  commissioner  made 
good  on  part  of  those  promises 
by  calling  for  the  open  hearing— 
a  swift  and  decisive  move, 
considering  the  seriousness  of 
the  investigation,  and  consider¬ 
ing  the  fact  that  the  Boston 
Police  Detectives  Benevolent 
Association  had  by  then  publicly 
declared  its  support  for  Kelly 
and  had  in  fact  criticized  Boston 
Mayor  Raymond  L.  Flynn  for 
bringing  food  to  Huang’s  South 
End  apartment  home. 

However,  the  hearings,  which 
began  on  July  9,  were  beset  with 
problems  from  the  start.  They 
had  been  postponed  twice  be¬ 
fore  Aug.  5— once  because  Troy 
suffered  a  heart  attack  and  had 
to  be  hospitalized.  There  was  a 
shoving  match  between  Troy 
and  police  prosecutor  Michael 
D.  Powers  that  had  to  be  broken 
up  by  Gifford.  Troy  had  also  filed 
at  least  six  motions  to  stop  the 
hearings  on  reasons  ranging 
from  accusations  that  Gifford 
had  a  biased  attitude  against 
detectives  to  charges  that  Pow¬ 
ers  had  withheld  information 
from  the  defense. 

Throughout  all  that,  Huang’s 
supporters  had  remained  hope¬ 
ful,  gathering  in  significant 
numbers  at  each  hearing  in  the 
fourth  floor  room  at  police 
headquarters.  They  had  hoped 
that  the  probe  would  show  that  it 
was  the  38-year-old  Kelly,  not 
Huang,  who  had  been  unlawful 
in  the  incident  that  has  captured 
the  attention  of  Asian  American 
communities  throughout  the 
country  and  brought  together 
many  disparate  groups  in  the 
Greater  Boston  area. 

Expectedly,  the  latest  post¬ 
ponement  has  come  under  fire 
from  the  supporters,  who  had 
earlier  criticized  that  the  hear¬ 
ings  had  been  “a  mockery  of 
justice,  ’  ’  and  that  Gifford  should 
have  censured  Troy  for  his 
“delaying  tactics.” 

In  an  Aug.  6  press  conference 
held  in  front  of  police  head¬ 
quarters  at  154  Berkeley  St.,  the 
Committee  to  Support  Long 
Quang  Huang  charged  that  the 
delay  can  only  indicate  that  *  ‘the 
Boston  Police  Department  has 
once  again  failed  in  its  attempt 
to  be  accountable  for  the  actions 
of  one  of  its  officers.” 

Standing  in  front  of  a  large 
banner  that  declared  “Justice 
for  Long  Quang  Huang,”  com¬ 
mittee  member  Alan  Tong  called 
for  the  Boston  City  Council  to 
“start  to  seriously  consider  an 
external  review  board  as  a 
means  of  ensuring  police  ac¬ 
countability.”  The  press  state¬ 
ment  also  called  for  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Justice  to  “re¬ 
view  how  the  Boston  Police 
Department  has  governed  police 
brutality  in  this  and  other 
cases.” 

“This  hearing  process  is  sup¬ 
posed  to  determine  whether 
Detective  Kelly  filed  false 
charges  against  Mr.  Huang,  but 
it  will  not  be  completed  in  time 
before  Mr.  Huang  must  go  to 
court  on  those  very  charges,” 
Tong  said.  “Mr.  Huang  must 
appear  in  court  to  answer

charges,  the  existence  for  which 
the  police  have  yet  to  find  a 
legitimate  basis.” 

“We’re  calling  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  system  is  not 
working,”  said  Committee 
spokesman  Peter  Kiang. 
“Huang  shouldn’t  have  to  go  to 
court  at  all.  He  doesn’t  have  the 
options;  it’s  an  example  of  the 
system  working  against  Mr. 
Huang.” 

The  Committee  also  called  for 
Mayor  Flynn  and  Police  Comr. 
Roache  to  “remember  public 
commitments  they  have  made” 
in  the  case,  and  to  “finally  live 
up  to  their  promises.” 

In  response  to  the  Commit¬ 
tee’s  charges,  police  spokesmen 
said  last  week  that  the  depart¬ 
ment  had  in  fact  tried  to  convene 
the  hearings  as  scheduled.  But 
they  said  the  postponement  to 
Aug.  28  was  unavoidable  for 
“valid  reasons.” 

The  Middlesex  Court  judge 
who  had  ordered  Troy  to  be  in 
court  Aug.  5  “could  not  be 
persuaded  (by  police  prosecutor 
Powers)  to  honor  our  request,” 
said  Richard  Gatto,  executive 
assistant  to  Comr.  Roache. 

‘  ‘We’re  as  upset  as  the  (Asian 
American)  community,”  he 
said.  “We  felt  (the  judge)  could 
have  delayed  his  trial.  He  didn’t 
understand  the  importance  of 
our  hearing,  which,  I  guess,  he 
figured  to  be  an  administrative 
matter  versus  a  criminal  mat¬ 
ter.”

Gatto  said  the  BPD  decided 
not  to  go  ahead  without  Troy  in 
the  hearings  because  of  existing 
civil  service  case  laws,  which 
prescribe  specific  departmental 
procedures.  “If  we  were  to  go 
forward  without  Troy  after  he’s 
been  in  it  this  far,  it’s  very  likely 
that  an  appeal  later  would  be 
upheld,”  he  said.  “We  would 
then  have  to  go  through  the 
whole  thing  again.” 

Flynn,  meanwhile,  “is  anx¬ 
ious  for  the  hearings  to  con¬ 
tinue,”  said  Asian  liaison 
Marilyn  Lee-Tom.  Quoting  the 
mayor,  Lee-Tom  said:  “The 
delay  is  a  legal  matter  and  it’s  in 
the  hands  of  the  courts.” 

Lee-Tom  also  said  that  Flynn 
has  at  this  point  no  comment  on 
the  Support  Committee’s  de¬ 
mand  for  the  civilian  review 
board.  Earlier,  Committee 
spokesman  Kiang  had  said  the 
mayor  did  indicate  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  that  he  would  not  support 
the  concept  of  a  civilian  body 
reviewing  police  action  and 
accountability  in  the  city. 

As  for  the  Boston  City  Coun¬ 
cil,  an  aide  for  Council  President 
Joseph  M.  Tierney  said  Tierney 
“is  leaning  in  favor”  of  setting 
up  some  sort  of  a  review  panel  in 
the  future. 

“There’s  nothing  before  the 
body  so  far,”  said  James  Ball. 
“Councilors  go  both  ways  on  the 
issue.  Some  oppose,  some  not. 
Tierney  supports  the  idea.” 

Ball  said  the  Huang-Kelly 
case  is  not  under  review  by  the 
council’s  committee  on  public 
safety— a  panel  of  councilors 
chaired  by  Councilor  Albert 
O’Neil  that  reviews  public  safety 
issues— because  the  case  is 
“pending  litigations.”  He  also 
said  that  Tierney  was  unaware  of 
the  Support  Committee’s  de¬ 
mands  made  at  the  Aug.  6  press 


conference. 

One  of  the  city  councilors, 
meanwhile,  is  reportedly  close 
to  completing  the  final  draft  of  a 
bill  that  if  passed  by  the  council 
would  allow  for  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  an  independent  review 
board  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

Councilor  Charles  C.  Yancey 
(Dorchester-Mattapan)  said  last 


week  that  his  year-old  draft 
would  soon  be  introduced,  pos¬ 
sibly  in  September.  “Mostofthe 
councilors — if  not  all— realize 
that  there  is  a  need  (for  a  review 
board)  to  ensure  police  responsi¬ 
bility  and  accountability,”  Yan¬ 
cey  said.
